There are three levels of membership. I will try to explain what each represents (right from our by-laws). 
~ 
Full Member ($10.00) is one who shall be: 
(a) A licensed Amateur Radio operator, and shall have taken the responsibility for the design. 
installation, or the operation of systems or apparatus pertaining to Amateur Radio and paid the appropriate dues. 
(b) A full member is privileged to vote and to hold any office in the Canton Amateur Radio Club, Inc., 
subject however, to the provisions of BY-LAW I, herein. 


Associate Member ($5.00) shall be a person having a bona-fide interest in amateur radio. An associate member 
is not privileged to vote or to hold office, although he may serve upon any committee to which he may be 
appointed, as chairman or otherwise and when so appointed, shall be entitled to the full voting privileges of a 
committee member. 


Sustaining Member ($15.00) is a licensed amateur contributing substantially to the financial support of the 
Canton Amateur Radio Club, Inc. He is entitled to all membership privileges.

EAS to be Implemented .....reprinted from Storm Chaser, NWS Cleveland 


NOAA Weather Radio, which has served much of the nation since the 1970's, will get a face-lift on the first day 


of 1997. The current system will then take on the job of alarming individual counties and of sending out short 
text messages.

The upgraded system will use existing transmitters and frequencies. Weather radios and short wave scanners will 


continue to receive watches and warnings as well as routine weather information. Additional information will be 
transmitted in the form of digital tones. 


Weather products will rely on a device known as the weather radio Specific Area Message Encoder (SAME) 
to generate those tones. This device will send out a signal containing: 

>Event (tornado, flood, blizzard.....) 

>Type (watch, warning, advisory...) 

>Counties Affected 

>Expiration Time 

>End-of-Message Signal 


In order to decode the text message, you must have a SAME decoder. The decoder receives the message from 
the weather radio and decodes it according to it's programming. In a typical home setup, the decoder may ignore 
all statements except for your county. When your county is placed under a watch or warning, the decoder can 
alert you of the potential hazard. 


Commercial television stations will be able to program their equipment to listen for particular counties on the 
weather radio. When a warning is issued, the station can scroll the text at the bottom of the screen and 
simultaneously play the audio message over the air. Telecommunications companies may decide to transmit the 
SAME text to it's pagers. Commercial radio will be able to automate the process of recording the actual warning 
read by NWS staff for playback. 


This upgrade will reduce false alarms by enabling you to filter unwanted warnings. SAME will, at the same time, 
increase the likelihood that you will receive the warning because that warning will travel along many different 


«& paths.
